Burt. the cheefe Priceſts and ancients perſwa- 
ded the people , that they should aſk Ba- 
rabbas, and make Jeſus away, And the pie» 
fident anſwering , ſaid to them : v hether wil 
you of the two to be releaſed unto you ? But 
they ſaid , Barabbas. Pilate ſaith ro them, 
what shal I do then with Jeſus that is called 
Chriſt > They ſay al , let him be crucified:

hezd , & a recd jn his right hand, And 
bowing the kree before him , they mocked 
him, ſaying. Haile King of tke Iewes. Aud: 
ſpirting upon him, they tooke the reed , & 
{mote Ks head. And after they had mocked 
him , thy took of the cloke frem him/, & pur: 
on him his owne gaiments, & led him away 
to ciucifie him. Ard in going they found a 
man of Cyrene ,. named Simond : him they 
forced to take up his crofſe, And they came 
jnto tle place of Caluaty. Aud they came. 
into the place thar 1s.called Gclgotha, which 
is the place of Caluary.. And K gave him 
Wine to dripk mingled with gal, And when 
he hand r:\tcd, te would not diink. And 
after they had crucified him , they devided 
bis garments , caſting lottes : that it might 
be fulfilled which was ſpoken by the Propheay 
ſayirg. They deuided my garments among 
them : & upon wy veſture they did caſt lottes. 
And they ſat & watched him. And they pur 
ouer his head his caule Wiinten, This 4s Jo's 
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the King of the Iewes. Then were crucified 
with him two theeues : one on the right hand, 
and one on the left. And they that paſſed by, 
blarphemed him , wagging their heads, and 
Hyiog » Vah, thou thar deſtroyeſt the temple 
of God, and in thiee dayes doeſt reedific it:laue 
ehine owne (elf : if thou be the Sor of God, 
come down from the Crofle. In like manner al- 
fo the cheefe Ptieſts with the Scribes and aun« 
cients mocking , ſaid. He ſaved oiher : him

He truſted in God: let 
him now deliuer him if he wil : for he ſaid;
